INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
MONDAY SEPTEMBER 19, 1994 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 111

Current Situation: Increased initial attack activity occurred in the Northern
Rockies and Northwest Areas. Northern California experienced increased initial
attack and large fire activity.

Eastern Great Basin Area Large Fires:

IDAHO CITY COMPLEX, Boise NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Maupin) is
assigned. The complex consists of the BANNOCK, BEAR RIVER, RABBIT CREEK, NORTH
FORK and STAR GULCH fires. Crews continue to make good progress in direct line
construction and mop-up. Unburned islands were very active, but all lines
held. The evacuation of Grandjean and Wapiti Creek remains in effect.

THUNDERBOLT, Boise NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Martin) is
assigned. Helicopter bucket drops were utilized to cool numerous hot spots in
steep, rugged terrain. Hot spotting, mop-up and rehabilitation of constructed
line continued.

CORRAL CREEK/BLACKWELL COMPLEX, Payette NF. A Type I Incident Management Team
(Wands) is assigned. Helicopter support is being provided by the A/6-158
Aviation Unit, USAR. Fire activity iIncreased yesterday afternoon, with the
majority of activity along the northeast perimeter of both the Corral and
Blackwell fires. Torching occurred throughout the interior in dense spruce
stands.

CHICKEN COMPLEX, Payette NF. A Type I Incident Management Team (Birch) is
assigned. Increased ground fire with occasional torching occurred. The fire
increased 258 acres. Crews improved handline on the south end. Good progress
was made on the northwest flank. Major demobilization has began.

TIN CUP COMPLEX, Caribou NF. Aerial ignition operations were successful.
